They include suffici- 
ent outdoor air, good food in 
propcr amounts; plenty of rest 
and sicep, a cairn disposition, and 
sufficient exercise to uphold the 
strength of ovr muscles and 
bones, and opeil the lungs to 
their full capacity.

HEN anything interferes with 

these rules see your doctor. 
Dgn’t wait until you are sick. 
You don’t put off buying coal 
till.the.Jast lump is burned. This 
much.for ourselves; then comes 
the question of others. Com- 
municable diseases carry away 
many human beings, especially 
ehil@ren and young adults, whose 
lives never would have.been sac- 
rificed if someone else had been 
sulficiently thoughtful..of others. 

Our health authorities do 
much to prevent the spread of 
infectious diseases in the ‘way ' 
of sanitation, providing pure 
water, pure milk, and clean food, 
proper care of streams, and quar- 
antine of those sick with con- 
tagious diseases. But, they can- 
not do it all. 

I fear we would rise up in 
wrath if our health commission- 
er ¢Ame around and placed a 
quarantine card on our houses 
every time we coughed and 
snéezed. But we can be of great 
help to ourselves, our families, 
and the community if we will 
practice voluntary isolation when 
we or any of our families have 
colds, influenzas, measles, whvop- 
ing cough, and other apparently 
slight diseases that can be car- 
ried to others. 

A mild infectious disease in 
your child may lead to a deadly 
one in another, whom you did not 
protect by not staying at home 
while the disease was active. 
When your child has a cold, or 
other infectious disease, keep him 
at home, away from. school, 
church, or other places where 
others will come in contact with 
him. He _ will recover more 
promptly, others will not con- 
tract the trouble from him, and 
if the practice could become uni- 
versa’, intections diseasey would 
almost cGisappcar, -;

Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, Pioneer for Woman’s 
Suffrage, Now Crusades for World Peace 


HAT does a person who has a 

purpose in life do when the 
desired end is achieved? The 
answer i:: Fipd another world to 
cenqucr, Mrs. Carrie Chapman 
Catt. fasnous as a pioneer for woe 
man’s suffrage, now has turned 
her militant tactics to the cause 
of peace. At seventy-six she is 
still in fighting trim. She goes on 
the premise that war is a disease, 
and intends that the nations 
shall find a cure for it. The or- 
ganization she founded ten years 
ago, the National Committee on 
the Cause and Cure of War, held 
its annual conference last week 
in Washington, and all were 
agreed that much has been done 
in treating the war question with- 
out “emotion, sentimentality, and 
superficiality.” 

No stauncher fighter for peace 
could be found. Mrs. Catt was 
born in Wiseonsin, and brought 
up on @ farm in Iowa. Carrie 
Lane, as she was then, taught 
school at the age of fourteen. and 
at sixteen had saved enough 
money to pnt herself through

Iowa State College. When twenty- 
two she was superintendent of 
schools in Mason City. 

About this time she married 
Lee Chapman. When he died she 
went into newspaper work. Here 
she had the opportunity to mect 
such kindred souls as Susan B. 
Anthony, Julia Ward Howe, and 
Lucy Stone. By the time she mar- 
ried George William Catt in 1890 
she was deep in the campaign to 
put over woman's suffrage. 

This campaign went on for 
years, featured by parades, pic- 
keting, and even window smash- 
ing. After the first attention had 
‘been won, however, the crusade 
became much more dignified. As 
we all Know, the movement endéd 
in. victory in 1919. 

Today Mrs, Catt is just as con- 
fident of winning her peace battle 
as she was of woman’s suffrage. 
In the library of her home in New 
Rochelle, N. Y., are three hun- 
dred books on war, and she has 
read every one of them. She alse 
goes in for detective stories, and 
in the summer superintends her 
flower and vegetable gardens.
